extraordinary Prodigie more ominous, becaufe it had its ap- 
pearance with us on the fame day 44 yeare that his Majelty 
was borne, and ufhers in, as it were. the actions of his 45 yeare. 
I humbly-defire his Majelty would be pleafed to take fome no- 
tice bereof ; for I conceive he may be hereby much concerned ; 
and the rather, as he is one of the prime Monarches of Esrope, and 
alfo in regard it was vifible in England, a Kingdome of his own, 
and of which he is rightfull Inheritor : For doubtlefle, over what 
City or Countrey thefe unufuall Apparitions are verticall or 
where they doe more manifeftly fhew themfelves و‎ thofe Coun- 
treys, in a more fenfible and perceptible manner, {hall be capable 
of the effects attending thofe Apparitions. Nor am I clearly of 
that opinion many very judicious men, both of forepaft and pre- 
fent times, are, That {uch like Prodigies, Comets, ہی‎ do never 
{hew themfelves,but as precurfors of mifchiefe. What greater be- 
nefit did ever happen to mankinde, then the birth of our Saviour 
Jefus Chrift > and yet was his coming manifefted to us by a Star, 
or Comet, ec. the like whereof we have never read or heard of. 
And befides, we have {eene in our Age, that if that Comet in 1618 
did defigne our ill to the Auffrian Family, as indeed it did ; yet the 
Swedes did thereupon thrive ; and, before them, Bethlem Gabor 
Prince of Tranfilvania, attained to great efteem in the world, and 
enlarged his Patrimony. Ido willingly confent to thofe words 
of that learned Phyfitian of our times, Dr. Brown, in the íinall, 
but unparallel’d Piece of his, Relig. Med, fol. 70. That thofe noble 
effenfes in heaven, beare afriendly regard to their fellow-natures on 
earth; and that (uch like Prodigtes as thefe, are the charitable Pre. 
monitions of good Angells, Which more careleffe Enquiries terme bus 
she effects of Chance and Nature. B There 


far from my intention, to make the fignification of this‏ غ۴ 
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There be many now living, can hardly beleeve there was any 
fuch thing as three Suns appeared: and why? Becaufe them- 
felves had not the fight of them. Others will confent fuch like 
things might be feene ; but what fhould be thereby fignitied, they 
conceive is beyond Humane Capacity. 

To the firft fort of men, I fay, That, as Chriftians, we ought 
to beleeve the Report of one. another, ‘efpecially in a matter 
wherein there is no danger or prejudice can come cither by cre- 
diting or not crediting the report; or wherein neither Religion 
or our neighbour fuffer fcandall or harme, &c. But I fay, Many 
hundreds, of uncontradictable credit, did behold this: We have 
it alfo mentioned in many mens printed Pamphlets; ۲ 
the reft, I heare the witty Aulicus hath glofled thereon. Surely 
Tam, Britannicus promifed fome Conceptions, which yet are not 
come to publicke view, upon that very fubject.

Caraftacus the valiant was led 
in triumph to Rome, where a great Famine was the fame yeare, 
Anno 66, A Comet was feene, and alfo three Suns. In which. 
yeare, Florus Prefident of the Jewes was by them flaine. Pas 
writes to Timothy. The Chriftians are warned* by: a divine Ora- 
cle, and depart out of Perufalem. Boatice a Britife Queene kil- 
leth Seventy thoufand Romanes. The Nazareni, a {curvie Sect, 
begun, that boafted much of Revelations and Vifions: About 
a yeare after, Nero was proclaimed enemy to the State of Rome. 
Anno 69, In the Ealt and in the Weft two Suns were feene, 
of the which one feemed weake and pale, the other ftrong and 
cleare. In this yeare Fernfalem was taken by Titws, and Eleven 
hundred thoufand Fewesflaine and made away in the Seige. Linus 
was this yeare firt Bifhop of Rome; Where we may carefully 
note, a Prodigie was the forerunner of Epifcopacie at Rome. 
This yeare Galba is Naineby Otho, having reigned but three mo- 
neths.

A tu- 
mult in Bræffels, betweene the infolent Spanyard, and the towns- 
men. Now Perfecution in England for being Proteftants. Queen 
Mary comes to the Crowne; ufher’d into the world by a Prodie 
gie, arid to the Crowne with the like ominous Portent. 

Anno 1554, in Bavaria divers kindes of Suns were feene; but 
efpecially the fixth of March, two Suns were feene, with a Rain- 
bow. In May the fame yeare, two more Suns were feene, the 
Sun as it were invironed all about with a Rainbowe. yat ri- 
feth in Kent. Philip and Mary married. Sena betrayed to the 
Emperour by the Pope, Alewals in Arthoys waíted by the French, 
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Anno 1556. in Sarony two mock-Suns appeared. Charles 
the Emperour entreth the Monaftery of S. Føsta, in the confines 
of (aflıle. The Lord Starton is hanged in England fora Mur- 
der. Traxfilvamarevolts. Nineteen thoufand people at fre: 
fe!s, dyeot Cold and Famine. The next yeer, the War is begun 
betwixt the King of Spaine and the Pope. A generall Peftilence 
happens in England. Calais is loft to the French : and the Scots 
invade the Englifh, Treafons and Uproares are frequent in 
Turkıe. ۱ ۱ 

Anno 1622. three Suns appeared at Heidelberg. The wofull 
Calamities that have ever fince fallen upon the Palatinate, we 
are all fenfible of, and of the lofle of it, for any thing I fee, for 
ever, from the right Heire. Ofman the great Turkeis ftrangled 
that yeer : and Spsxola befiegeth Bergen up Zoome, &c. | i. 

I have heard it credibly reported, that there were feen, about 
twelve yeeres fince, many Sans at onetime in Corawall: and in 
March 1639. towards Sun-fet, three Suns were feen in the Weft, 
not farre from Oxford.

Its not unknowne, as Î ma 
lay, how prepofterouily and irregularly that Conjunttion flips

When God Almighty had drowned the World, in confirma- 
tion he would doe fo no more, he produced the Rain-bowe, and 
made it appeare at all times and feafons in a conftant and naturall 
forme and manner, ever oppolite to the Sun 5 and this was out of 
his great love to Man-kind: But while in anger he permits his 
miniftring Angels (as now he did) to manitelt to our eyes a 
Rain-bow (and that fuch a one as no Age hath abfolutely recor- 
ded the like) to appeare with the bend of it downward, jut 
over the naturall Sun. The Prognoftick part hereof may gravell 
an afured Judgement.

In the Life of Pelopidas. you (hall read , that upon his fecond 
Journey againft the Tyrant Alexander of Pheres., a great Eclipfe 
of the Sun was, caufing great darknefle at noon-day. You may 
read, fol.303.1n Platarch, that Pelopidas wilfulnefle, contrary to 
the advice of fome in the Army, coft.him his life : for not onely 
thofe that were then: vetfed in Soothfaying, but his own Citi- 
zens, told him, That this Eclipfe did threaten the death of fome 
great Perfon like himfelf,. &c. which his death exadtly verified.

If, as the wileft men conceive, the Sun and Moon do govern: 
our body and fpirit,and fø moderate the Elements, that all men, 
even every vulgar perfon underftands it; what (hall we then: 
think to be more admired or formidable, then when we, upon 
a fudden, fee thefe moft glorious Bodies obfcured, and their light 
taken from our prefent fight ? We may from thence imagine, 
fomewhat morethen ordinary is drawing on.

fo. How wonderfull and eminent Defignes, Changes of For- 
tunes in the {tates of great perfons is hereby to be expected, and 
thefe all over Ezrope, doubtleffe fuch things (hall hereby come to 
pafe, as this Generation now living hath {carce been acquainted 
with the like. 

Here's mad work in hand : Kings and Lords clouded; Clowns 
and filly fellows climbing aloft : The world is almoft turning 
Topfie-turvey. 

What is the matter, that a fudden Afcight fhall amaze the 7ra- 
lian Princes 2 They that ere-while thought of no fuch thing, 
{hall now tremble for fear: So (hall Parsphilio the Pope fume 
to no purpofe, and be in as much danger by a Confpiracy at 
home, asif he were abroad, and amidít a rude fort of enemies. 
But whether this Eclipfe {hall point out his death within the 
compafle of two yeers, it little concerns me; nor if he be pre- 
fented with a Spanilh Fig, and die thereof, (hall my confcience 
be any thing troubled. 

I finde, upon thelalt Reftauration of Rome, 1506. that both 
Mars, Saturn, and the Dragons tail, were in Leone, in the fe 
cond Honfe. We have, inthe moneth of Azguf, atotall Eclipfe 
of the Meon, though not vifible in Ewrope, inthe 15 of Aqua- 
rim. Iadmonifh the Prelaticall Tribe of Cardinals to provide 
good {tore of Money, and the Citizens of Rome to be no niggards 
of their purfes: A Famine isthreatned to them, and fome parts 
of Italy; anda fudden fire is like to defcend, tothe confuming 
of many ftately houfes : Neither do I pofitively affirm, that a 
{trong Intruder {hall wafte part of Italy, or fupplant fome very 
good Families therein. I fee plenty of Confults amenglt the 
Princes, fruitleffe Embaflages, variance upon Niceties, even to 
wearinefe, a giddinefle amongft wife people. Worthy men, 
you have mek admirable men amongft you, that yet keep a Tra- 
ditionall learning amongft you, as ancient as Hermes , whereby 
you may be better provided, Quid agendum., I love Italy, and 
am no Mahometan. 

But I pafle by Italy, fith her Princesina moment may confer 
with men as deferving as any in ۰ 
` Conftantinople is like to grone under the Preflures of fome 

۱ ۱ mercilefle 
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mercilefle fires, and extravagant commanding Souldiers : A 
Plague will wander thorow that fpacious City; to the confum-

Nor isany great fucceffe to attend the Emperours of Greece, 
whom we call The great Turk : An ınferiour People (hall give 
him a Bafle, and he contented with a Flea in his ear. | 

If thou art Engl , and difaffeted to our prefent Parliament 
and City of London, thou expeételt Ifhould {peak fomew hat of 
this famous Citie, foterribleto our now-miichievous enemies. 
The exact Scheam thereof thou getteft not from me, no not with 
large promife of money or reward : for, have not I read fome 
Treatifes called T & Z ? N
